Although no specific details about the terms 
of the transaction will be released until the 
two corporations sign the agreement, the sale 
is going to be a cash transaction, said Paula' 
Norton, a spokeswoman for Universal Foods. 

Universal Foods Corp., based in 
;MUwaulccerWlsi;:ls’anntloDarmanufaciurer' 
and marketer of food ingredients and selected 
consumer food Items. 

Operations for the company are broken up 
Into five divisions — cheese, fermentation, 
import gourmet, dehydrated foods and food 
coloring and flavor distribution, which last 
year grossed S430 million in total sales. 

Idaho Frozen Foods, with annual revenues 


of (75 million, will make up about 15 percent of 
Universal Foods when it is bought, as com- 
pared to only about l percent of the Sara Lee 
Corp., said Phillips of IFF. 

The company had decided to diversify Into 
frozen foods, because along with its 
■dehydr'ated"flnd'dry.foodproclucts,' ll.would 
give them a complete national distribution 
system, said Norton. 

"We’re not the kind of company to mount an 
unfriendly takeover bid, so we had to wait for 
the opportunity. When we found out Sara Lee 
wanted to sell IFF, wc decided to go after it," 
shesaid. 

IFF has a number of attributes which made 


it attractive to United Foods, said Norton. 
“Idaho Frozen Foods has good quality pro- 
ducts and a good reputation." 

"It’s also a very well-managed company, it 
meshes well with several of our other product 
lines, and the business climate in the area was 
attractlvc,";she addedr/Uyhough some of the_ 
company's dlvlslons'”afe' unionized, unions 
and the rlght-to-work Issue had nothing 
specifically to do with Ihe-decision.

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EPA proposes ban on fungicide 


: WASHINGTON (AP) - The En- 
vlronmental Protection Agency on 
Tuesday proposed a ban on using the 
fungicide captan on food, five years 
after it began considering the Idea, 
because the chemical produces 
tumors In mice and rats. 

Captan residues on food "may pose 
an unreasonable risk to public 
health" if consumed over a lifetime, 
the agency said. 

Captan, made principally by 
Chevron Chenfleal Co. and Stauffer 
Chemi^ Co., Is u^ 'on apples, 
peaches, almonds and strawberries 
and Is used to treat corn and soybean 
seeds and soil before planting. It 


pesticides. 

It also Is used In paints, wallpaper 
paste, paper, textiles, shampoos and 
animal dusts', EPA said. 

Paul R. Lapsley of EPA's special 
pesticide review program said that if 
a person during a 70-year life span ate' 
an average diet contaminated to the 
maximum exteiU,by permissible - 
according to the EPA - captan resi- 
dues on all the foods for which It Is us- 
ed, the chances of developing cancer 
would range between 1 In 1,000 and 1 
In 100,00b.' 

The agency said it would require 
manufacturers to submit new residue 
data, which could take as long as two

workers mixing captan to wear 
gloves and dust masks, and field 
workers to wear gfoves.Other 
workers would be required to wear 
gloves and, In certain cases, long 
trousers, long-sleeved shirts and hats.

Together, Big C and Type A offer the average 
citizen a terrific set of options. We can choose 
between being a depressed cancer candidate 
or an anxiety heart-attack prospect. 

The cancer research, however, has gone a 
bit further. Today, when people talk about 
••shrinking" the cancer palfeht; we don’t 
know If they're getting ready to call the 
radiologist or the psychiatrist. Some believers 


In mind over malignancy have gone so far as 
to promise cures to those who visualize good 
ccllseating bad cells - the Pacman ap- 
proach. Others have prescribed lifestyles or 
laughter In place of Lourdes. 

It's gotten to the point that anyone who gets 
a cancer diagnosis better feel Icrrlflc about il. 
If they don't hove the power of positive think- 
ing. they’re writing their own negative pro- 
gnosis. 

But now at last there Is some balance back 
at the tower of psycho babble. The cancer 
profllc hasn’t been debu nked exa ctly, but lt^_ 
bccn’downgraded'In the curreni’Ncw 
England Journal of Medicine, It isreported 
that a positive mental attitude, good social 
contacts and a happy life aren't enough to 
help advanced cancer patients survive longer 
or prevent relapses. 

Mind you, I don't really regard this as good 
ncws.'As someone with "a positive mental at- 
titude. good social contacts, a happy life" and 
a perfectly dreadful family cancer history, I 


rather thought the the psychological odd- 
smakerswereonmy team. . 

Bui the sidc-cffectsof mental treatment for 
the physically 111 were dreadful. The research 
managed to corfvlnce a number of patients 
that they were, somehow or other, responsible 
for their own cancer. Not by smoking, but by 
living alone or being depressed or not wat- 
ching enough Marx Brothers movies. They 
wouldn't be sick If they hadn't lost their sense 
of humor. That sort of thing. 

It even managed to convince a coterie of pa- 
tients and families that the best treatment to 
th^r disease Idy right between their own cars'. 
‘They regafdedraloslng ftghi agalnsrcancer" 
asa personal weakness. 

1 suppose It Is easy to blame the victim 
when we cannot cure him. And maybe that is 
at the core of tlic personality research. At 
.times, standazd-cancer trcatmeolcan be as 
sophisticated as Sherman's march to the sea. 
There is no penicillin, no Salk vaccine (or the 
diseases we lump together under the heading 


"cancer. 

Mystery lends Itself to mythology. Myth 
rushes In to (III a scientific vacuum .It 
emerges as folklore: Beauletoryou'llgctan I 
ulcer; slow down or yau'll have a heart at- - 

lack; stop being unhappy or you'll get cancer. ' 
Myths explain the Unknown: He was 
"cancer-prone"; she had a ‘.'cancer per- 
sonality." 

But' It Is amazing how quickly myths disap- 
pear when there are cures. I am sure there 
are many links between mind and body, be- 

-tween psychoand cells. But we know less ; 

about the way they work than about the way a - 
cell metastasizes. A study like this one puts a 
check on glIbness and maybe even on cruelty. 

The next time someone offers to paint a 
Cancer Profile (or you, tell them you arc a 
perfeclType S.-Thc S Is for skeptical.

“The size will probably be a posi- 
tive factor," says Jim Steele, a vice 
president for Merrill Lynch 
stockbrokers In Boise. 

“Idaho Frozen Foods would be a 
more viable part of Universal than it 
would be of Sara Lcc,’’ says Robert 
Scibcl. general partner of Edward D.

Also, today you can deduct the 
soles tax paid on five specific blg- 
llcket items: auto, boat, motorhome, 
airplane, molorcycle, as well as ma- 
terials bought to build a new home. 

So. If you're planning to buy a big- 
ticket item late in 1985 or early 1986, It 
makes tax sense to buy In '85, even to 
finance It. 

• TAX OVERHAUL: Three out of 
four breaks go down the tubes star- 
ting with payouts on or after Jan. 1. 
1966 - with a phase-in for taxpayers 
who reach age 55 before JanuaiV 1987. 
No more capital gain, no more 10- 
year averaging, no more deferred 
treatment on securities in lump-sum 
payouts.

DALLAS (AP) - Former Dallas 
Cowboys owner Cllnl Murchison Jr. 
Will meet Wednesday with a commit- 
tee representing his creditors to start 
negotiating for financial reorganiza- 
tion, his attorney says. 

Papers filed In U.S. bankruptcy 
court show the Dallas promoter has 
almost $400 million in debts and a lit- 
tle more than $70 million In assets. 

Murchison, who suffers from a 
degenerative nerve disorder lhat 
rcpoi'tcdly has not affected his mind 
but has left him a physical Invalid, 
has nearly 300 creditors - Including 
family members and some of the na- 
tion's largest banks. 

In February, Murchison filed for 
protection under Chapter II of the 
U.S. Bankruptcy Code to prevent a 
forced liquidation of his assets re- 
quested by a group of his creditors: - - 
The document filed In federal 


bankruplcy court has more than 200 
pages. 

Richard Holmes, the Dallas partner 
of the New York-based accounting 
firm of Oppcnhclm, Appel, Dixon and 
Co., said the case has been the most 
complex ever handled by the firm. 

Philip Palmer Jr., Murchison’s at- 
torney, said hcOiopcs to "get rid of 
$300 million or better" of the debts 
through liquidation of assets controll- 
ed by Muchison’s corporate holdings.
